REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claims 1 and 5-7, the prior art of record fails to show a radio 
transmitter comprising a peak suppressor that suppresses the suppression target peak 
by a predetermined amount from a first threshold to second threshold based on the 
transmission assigned to a sub-carrier with a higher transmission rate set in the 
transmission rate setter thereby establishing the deduction the peak-to-average ratio 
transmission while maintaining transmission efficiency.
